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1. In July 1952, the headquarters and men of 2 Infantry Battalion of 14 Infantry 
Regiment were located in Sveti Vrach. The battalion numbered approximately 600 
men. A machine gun company, an artillery battery with two guns, a communications 
platoon, and a supply platoon were attached to the headquarters of the battalion. 

The 2 Battalion was moved to Sveti Vrach from Fetri.ch in 1951. 

2. Since May 1952, a unit of special "Soviet" troops has been located between the 
villages of X'grali.shta (V4134 E2309) and Nikudln (U4134 E2303) in an area approxi- 
mately 20 kilometers west of Sveti Vrach. A 10-decare area is surrounded bv 

barbed wire and is guarded by Soviet troops. I |bhe unit 25X1 

operates some "machines," There are no Bujga flhn units in the area. — 

3. In 1951* new barracks were constructed in Sveti Vrach near the crossroads of the 
Sofia-Petrieh and Sveti Vrach-Oara Sveti, Vrach highways, the new barracks consist* 
of a one-story building 100 meters long and 40 meters wide. A warehouse and a stable 
are near the barracks. In -My 1952, units of 2 Infantry Battalion were auartered 

in these barracks. 


I Ittoee reservists from the classes of 1923, 1926, and 1928 who 

were called fear two months training in the summer of 1952. One trained with the 
communications company In Simltli, and the other two trained in Ityustendil. 

5. The border zone in the area of Petrieh and Sveti-Vraeh has two parts j Zone A-l 
extends approximately 20 kilometers from the border, and Zone A»2 extends approxi- 
mately 28 kilometers further north.
